INTRODUCTION 


PURPOSE AND DESIGN 


Each of the following visual abstractions (figures) represents an opinion 
or opinions in regard to the correctness or incorrectness of a subject or 
subjects. Within the context of an opinion, correctness or incorrectness is a 
property of a variable number of subjects as well as a property of a variable 
number of qualities of a variable number of subjects. 

An ‘idea state’ is a mode (state) of an idea. An idea state is a form of an 
idea that is considered to be correct or incorrect within the context of an 
opinion. An idea state is sometimes defined by the presence or absence of 
an idea. An idea state is also sometimes defined by the opposite meaning of 
an idea or by some other form of an idea. An individual idea state defines 
an individual quality of a subject. 

An opinion of correctness or incorrectness in regard to a quality of a 
subject is derived from an appraisal of an aspect or aspects of an idea state 
— the idea state that defines the quality of the subject — and from an 
appraisal of the relationship of the quality of the subject to the subject itself 
or to a (stated or unstated) quality or qualities of a different subject. 

Correct subjects do not have variable degrees of correctness. Correct 
qualities of correct subjects sometimes contain variable degrees of a 
characteristic such as importance or value; however, correct qualities of 
correct subjects do not have variable degrees of correctness. 

Incorrect subjects have variable degrees of incorrectness. Incorrect and 
correct qualities of incorrect subjects sometimes have variable degrees of 
incorrectness and correctness, respectively. 

A correct subject (if it exists) contains one of one, two of two, three of 
three, or four of four correct qualities. An incorrect subject (if it exists) 
contains one, two, three or four incorrect qualities out of one, two, three, or 
four total qualities. 

If a correct subject exists, the correct subject is represented by a point, 
regardless of the number and/or type of correct qualities of the subject. If 
one correct subject exists, a single instance of a point is positioned at the 
top of a figure. If multiple correct subjects exist, multiple instances of a 
point are positioned adjacent to each other or one another at the top of a 
figure. Left, right and middle positions of adjacent representations of 
correct subjects do not have a significance other than to indicate that 
subjects are correct. 

If one incorrect subject exists, the incorrect subject is represented by a 
circular shape positioned below a point or points (if a point or points exist). 
An outline of a circle indicates one quality out of two total qualities, one 
quality out of three total qualities, or one quality out of four total qualities 
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of a subject is incorrect. A solid light gray circle indicates two qualities out 
of three total qualities or two qualities out of four total qualities of a subject 
are incorrect. A solid dark gray circle indicates three qualities out of four 
total qualities of a subject are incorrect. A solid black circle indicates four 
qualities out of four total qualities of a subject are incorrect or all qualities 
of a subject are incorrect, regardless of the number of qualities of the 
subject. 

If two incorrect subjects exist, the incorrect subjects are represented by 
two single lines below a point or points (if a point or points exist). A single 
thickness line indicates one quality out of two total qualities, one quality 
out of three total qualities, or one quality out of four total qualities of a 
subject is incorrect. A double thickness line indicates two qualities out of 
three total qualities or two qualities out of four total qualities of a subject 
are incorrect. A triple thickness line indicates three qualities out of four 
total qualities of a subject are incorrect. A quadruple thickness line 
indicates four qualities out of four total qualities of a subject are incorrect 
or all qualities of a subject are incorrect, regardless of the number of 
qualities of the subject. 

If three or more incorrect subjects exist, the incorrect subjects are 
represented by shapes of increasing complexity corresponding to a total 
number of incorrect subjects represented within a figure. The shapes are 
positioned below a point or points (if a point or points exist). Three 
incorrect subjects are represented by three triangles, four incorrect subjects 
are represented by four squares, five incorrect subjects are represented by 
five pentagrams, and so forth. An outline of a shape indicates one quality 
out of two total qualities, one quality out of three total qualities, or one 
quality out of four total qualities of a subject is incorrect. A solid light gray 
shape indicates two qualities out of three total qualities or two qualities out 
of four total qualities of a subject are incorrect. A solid dark gray shape 
indicates three qualities out of four total qualities of a subject are incorrect. 
A solid black shape indicates four qualities out of four total qualities of a 
subject are incorrect or all qualities of a subject are incorrect, regardless of 
the number of qualities of the subject. 

Within a figure, representations of incorrect subjects are positioned 
above or below each other or one another if the subjects have variable 
degrees of incorrectness. Increasingly lower positions of representations of 
subjects correspond to increasingly higher degrees of incorrectness of 
subjects. The relationship of a correct quality to an incorrect quality — 
within a subject that contains both a correct quality and an incorrect 
quality — sometimes gives a subject a greater (or lesser) degree of 
incorrectness than the degree of incorrectness of a different subject that 
also contains both a correct quality and an incorrect quality (or only an 
incorrect quality or incorrect qualities). 
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Representations of incorrect subjects are positioned adjacent to each 
other or one another if the subjects have the same degree of incorrectness. 
Left, right and middle positions of adjacent representations of incorrect 
subjects do not have a significance other than to indicate that subjects have 
the same degree of incorrectness. 

A variable number of representations of correct and/or incorrect subjects 
exist within figures. An individual subject represented within a figure 
usually (but not always) has the same number of total qualities as the 
number of total qualities of a different subject or subjects represented 
within the same figure. The maximum number of total qualities of each 
subject is limited to four for the purpose of this book, although the 
maximum number of total qualities of each subject could theoretically be 
increased to any number. With an increase in the maximum number of 
total qualities of a subject, a corresponding increase in a number of line 
thicknesses and shades of gray would be required to represent an increased 
number of possible incorrect qualities of the subject. 


ADDITIONAL INFORMATION 


DISPLAYING FIGURES IN FRAMES 


If figures are displayed in frames, figures that contain any number of 
correct subjects, regardless of a number of accompanying incorrect subjects, 
should be displayed in white frames. Figures containing all incorrect 
subjects, regardless of the number of incorrect subjects, should be displayed 
in black frames. All of the figures contained in this book (if they are 
displayed in frames) should be displayed in white frames except Figure 12, 
Figure 16, Figure 17 and Figure 24. Figure 12, Figure 16, Figure 17 and 
Figure 24 should be displayed in black frames. 


POSSIBLE OTHER DESIGNS 


Abstractions could be presented as a relief on a flat surface for someone 
who uses the sense of touch instead of the sense of sight. Instead of 
symbols becoming incrementally wider or incrementally darker in 
relationship to a number of incorrect qualities of a subject, symbols would 
become incrementally wider and coarser to touch or only coarser to touch in 
relationship to a number of incorrect qualities of a subject. 

Abstractions could be presented as a sound or series of sounds for 
someone who uses the sense of hearing instead of the sense of sight and/or 
touch. Various sounds would correspond to various symbols. An 
incrementally lower tone would correspond to an incrementally more 
incorrect subject. 
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Sound Configuration 


Number of sounds (beeps) per symbol 
* point — one beep 
* circle — one beep 
¢ line — two beeps 
¢ triangle — three beeps 
¢ square — four beeps 
* pentagram — five beeps 
* etc. 


Duration of sounds per symbol 
¢ all correct qualities or one incorrect quality of a subject — single 
length beep 
* two incorrect qualities of a subject — double length beep 
¢ three incorrect qualities of a subject — triple length beep 
¢ four incorrect qualities or all incorrect qualities 
of a subject — quadruple length beep 


A sound representing a correct subject would be generated before (in a 
sequence) a sound representing an incorrect subject. Multiple sounds or 
multiple series of sounds representing subjects would be separated by a 
pause or pauses. For example, an abstraction containing one subject with 
one correct quality out of one total quality (and a second subject with one 
incorrect quality out of one total quality) would sound like one beep 
followed by a pause followed by a quadruple length beep of one 
incrementally lower tone. 


A computer or robot could use the visual and auditory abstractions as a 
language to represent simple versions of discussions or arguments. In 
addition to displaying symbols on a screen and/or projecting symbols onto a 
surface, the computer or robot would emit a sound or series of sounds to 
compliment the visual display or displays.
